INTRODUCTION 



This Volume II of the Genealogy of the Family of John Clough of 
Salisbury, Massachusetts contains the eighth, ninth and tenth generations of 
his descendants. 

After the American Revolution, grants of many acres were awarded to 
veterans in compensation for their service, in Maine, Vermont and New 
York. Gradually highways were constructed through the Allegheny Moun- 
tains and on through the valley of the Mississippi River. About the middle 
of the nineteenth century railroads extended to Chicago, and sections of the 
prairies were offered by the United States government at two dollars per 
acre, called the Homestead Acts. 

Always eager for land, the young Cloughs loaded a few necessities into 
their covered wagons, yoked their oxen for power, and made the long, 
dangerous journey to the West. In many families, letters were impossible to 
exchange, children forgot their relatives, and lineage was unknown. 

After twelve years of research among these scattered Cloughs, regretfully 
one discovers that many records are lost* Since Volume I was published in 
1952, numerous families have traced their lineage back to Salisbury. These 
are included with the caption OMISSION to indicate new information pre- 
ceding the eighth generation. 

The period at the middle of the nineteenth century presents problems 
for family history. Churches ceased to list dates of births and marriages; 
vital records were not kept by towns or states; census statistics were not 
collected except in the eastern states. Consulting court and probate records 
is often necessary to ascertain accurate information. These conditions explain 
the reason for missing names, dates and residence within these pages. 

The family is deeply indebted to many members who devoted months 
to research, then typed their records for this volume. The names of these 
dedicated persons should be retained for posterity: Mrs. Bernice Clough 
Rogers of Manchester, N.H.; Mr. and Mrs. Erskine D. Lord of Marblehead, 
Mass, and Salem, N.H.; Miss Marian Bradford Rowe, Librarian of the 
Maine Historical Library at Portland and her cousin, Miss Myrtis M. Clough 
of Lawrence, Mass.; Mrs. Hilda Clough Lincoln of Portland and Hartford, 
Conn.; Mrs. Henry M. Knight of Alfred, Maine, wife of the Treasurer of 
the John Clough Society.

Especial gratitude is due to Miss Gertrude J. Clough of Meriden, Conn., 
now Eustis, Florida, who copied the vital records of the Cloughs at the State 
House in Montpelier, Vt. and did research in Connecticut. 

Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin P. Clough of Burbank, California traveled to 
Winthrop, Maine repeatedly to discover the cellar holes and the graves of 
his ancestors. Afterward he correctly typed his discoveries and completed 
the lineage sheets that Dr. Paul W. Clough of Baltimore, Md. had compiled 
for his family in Maine and later in Wisconsin. 

Mrs. Fred B. Patterson of Eustis, Fla., sister of Gertrude mentioned 
above, compiled detailed records of the descendants of Jonathan-3 in Con- 
necticut and New York.

In 1769 Nehemiah owned a large farm about 
one-half mile south of Canterbury Center. He married Sarah Clough, daughter 
of Thomas-4. His oldest son married Judith Gerrish and lived on the farm of 
Nehemiah. A two-story, colonial home was erected and is one of the best 
specimens of this architecture in Canterbury in 1966. 
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At the annual meeting of the Clough Society in 1954, at Canterbury, the 
members visited this restored homestead. 

Judith Clough-7 married Deacon Samuel Hills of Northfield, N.H., who 
purchased a farm adjacent to the Nehemiah property, and erected a spacious 
home where Mary Eliza was born. She married John Peverly Kimball, and 
had a son Frank who married Ida May Peverley of Northfield. His daughter, 
Dr. Elsa Peverley Kimball delights in arranging a chart of her connections 
with the Clough Family. She was born in 1889 at Northfield, lived in the 
Judith Clough home and is now its owner. Her brother inherited the farm of 
his ancestor Nehemiah, restored the house to its original condition, but ill 
health compelled him to sell the farm. He died in 1964. 

Dr. Kimball is a social scientist, with an A.B. from the University of 
Cincinnati and an A.M. and Ph.D. from Columbia University. She did post 
graduate in the School of Economics in London, Eng. and was college pro- 
fessor of Political Science in Jacksonville, Illinois until retirement. Her home 
is now at Jacksonville. Readers of the “Story of the Family of John Clough 
of Salisbury, Mass.” will recall the final chapter that Dr. Kimball wrote for 
an address at one of the early meetings of the Society. 

Occasionally, Dr. Elsa returns to the farm in Canterbury for a summer 
visit. Sentiment compels her to retain it although its halls are vacant con- 
tinually. She is proud of her ancestor Nehemiah who was a generous, patriotic 
citizen during the Revolutionary War and a deacon of the church during 
many years.

In 1854 he returned to Man- 
chester holding a similar position in the Amoskeag mills. In 1857 he re- 
turned to New London, N.H. At Enfield he was Adjutant and Captain in 
the militia. 

At Manchester he was commander of the City Guard, and at Lowell he 
was a member of the City Guard, under Gen. B. F. Butler. On April 26, 
1861, he enrolled as private in the First N. H. Volunteers being four days 
later appointed Lieutenant of Company H. On Sept. 10 the same year he re- 
enlisted in the Fourth Regiment, and was appointed Captain of Company 
H. He was in active service until the close of the war, being engaged in 
numerous severe battles. He was wounded in the mine explosion at Peters- 
burg July 30, 1864, and discharged Sept. 17, following. 

In less than a month he accepted a commission as Lieutenant-colonel 
of the 18th Regiment, and was the first in command until Colonel Livermore 
was commissioned in Jan. 1865. In the night attack of Fort Steadman, Mar. 
29, 1865, Col. Clough was wounded again but continued in active service 
until he was mustered out July 29, 1865. 

At the close of the war Gen. Clough returned to New London, N.H. 
and for thirteen years was employed in the United States railway service, 
running from Boston to Lancaster and St. Albans, Vt. From 1877 to 1884 
he was commander of the first brigade of the N.H. National Guard. In 1866 
he was Representative of New London in the N.H. Legislature, and filled the 
unexpired term of one of his townsmen in 1897. In 1881-2, he represented 
his district in the State Senate. He married, Sept. 7, 1849, Abiah, dau. of 
Charles and Choice (Cole) Bucklin. She was born in Grafton, N.H. Oct. 22, 
1828, and died Dec. 17, 1873. He married (second) Sept. 13, 1874, Cornelia 
Goss, dau. of William P. and Rhoda (Spooner) Smith Chase, widow of Henry 
Chase. Her daughter Minnie Chase, who was born, Nov. 10, 1868, was reared 
in the family of her stepfather, was educated at Colby Academy, and taught 
in the district schools until her marriage to George K. Burleigh, of Tilton,

Quotations from Annie Wyman (Morrill) : 

“Father’s (Josiah Morrill) regiment drilled in South Portland. Mother 
(Angeline W. Clough) worked in Portland for a short time. She used to tell 
about walking over the long South Portland bridge to visit him. They were 
married just before he left and mother went up to Aunt Ellen Morrill’s and 
Uncle Levi’s (brother of Josiah) to live while he was away. 

His regiment was a shorter term one. They expected to go right into bat- 
tle but instead were sent to guard the bridge over the Potomac leading into 
Washington. When the time was up they had a choice of reenlisting or dis- 
charge. Sim (Simeon Clough) mother’s brother was in that regiment. Those 
who reenlisted went right into battle. Some returned and some did not. 

When father got back he bought the Leighton place at W. Cumberland. 
At that time it didn’t look much like it did as we knew it in later years. It 
was never the Morrill homestead. The Morrill homestead was what was 
called Uncle George’s place because he was the last boy living at home and 
Grandma Morrill (Sarah Abigail [Hicks] Morrill), father’s mother, was 
still alive. I was about ten years old when I used to go up there and sit and 
watch her braid rugs. 

Grampa Morrill had a lot of land. He gave Aunt Jane and Aunt Ellen 
a strip off the old home place; also I think Uncle Levi’s (Morrill) came off 
the old home place. 

Father made our home place over himself. He was a good carpenter and 
I remember how it was before he worked on it, except the barn which he had 
built when he first went there. 
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Father had charge of the music department in the Methodist Church. 
He was tenor soloist and May (Mary Clough [Morrill] Brackett) played 
the organ for many years. He also taught singing school for some years. He 
played the cornet in the Cumberland Center band and anything in music he 
dearly loved. How many times we used to have musicals at our house eve- 
nings — all the talent of the neighborhood.

DR. BURNICE HARTLEY BEANE-9 (Abbie Sophia [Jacobs] Beane, 
Maria [Clough] Jacobs, Isaac, Samuel, John-4-3-2-1) His father, Joseph 
Linley Beane, was born March 12, 1858 at Farmington, Maine, became a 
Quaker minister, died March, 1916 at LeGrande, Iowa. When the Jacobs 
Family migrated to the West, Joseph and Abbie joined them. Two sons were 
born; Albert Linley and Burnice Hartley in 1887. Albert became a teacher 
and author of early Iowa history. 

When Burnice was 13 years of age, he noticed strange specimens that 
were imbedded in sandstone or loose sand while workmen were excavating a 
sandbank on his father’s farm. Curiosity compelled him to collect these 
fossils, then to search for their origin. His studies proved that he had dis- 
covered and preserved the greatest concentration of fossils known to the 
world. Thus Burnice Beane is known as an authority in Paleontology. His 
books and articles in scientific magazines have been published far and wide 
and he has lectured in New York, Paris, London, and Capetown. He has sup- 
plied collections of Crinoids for American and foreign museums. Wherever 
“rockhounds” are searching, there Dr. Beane will be among them. 

An invitation to attend a meeting of the Clough Society in 1948 received 
a reply that he was detained in LeGrande by the care of his mother, then 92 
years of age. The following summer this tall, quiet, courteous cousin appeared 
at Plymouth, N.H., with a small, but weighty leather bag in his hand. At the 
family picnic at the home of President William J. Clough he spread his 
specimens of fossils of star fish, sea urchins, trilobites, sand dollars and sea 
lilies, and explained that they were 300 million years old. The impression of 
sea lilies was perfectly preserved in a ten inch segment of sandstone. The 
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delicate, cream colored skeletons of Crinoids were like patterns of lace about 
three inches in size. 

Dr. Beane has patiently removed the sand from these tiny skeletons with 
a fine sewing needle to display their fragile beauty. His fascinating stories, 
together with his friendly personality, have given him a welcome in the homes 
of his cousins when he has been present at several reunions of the Society. 
His son, Louis, accompanied him to Manchester in 1957, with whom he 
made his home until his death in 1944. Two other sons are Raymond, a 
grocer in LeGrande and Ralph, a school superintendent at Steamboat Rock, 
Iowa. For the 1965 reunion he sent a message that he had been troubled by 
cataracts but was improving and hoped to join the family in 1966. 

Dr. Beane is a descendant of Samuel-4 of Brentwood, N.H. who married 
his Quaker sweetheart, Saran Estes and settled among the Quakers at Dur- 
ham, Maine. Relatives are in Eaton, N.H. whom he visits when his engage- 
ments for lectures or scientific gatherings draw him to New England.

DAVID M. CLOUGH 

Thirteenth governor Born in New Hampshire , 1846 

Republican Served 1895-1898 

“BLUFF, HARD-WORKING, HARD-SWEARING” was how an early 
biographer described Minnesota’s thirteenth governor, lumber-baron David 
Marston Clough. 

He moved with his family as a boy to Waupaca, Wis., in 1855 and then 
to Spencer Brook in Isanti county, Minnesota, in 1857. He grew up in the 
hard work of cutting trees and pulling stumps, working in the St. Croix river 
saw mills and in similar mills at Minneapolis. 

Clough (pronounced duff) and a brother founded a lumber industry of 
their own and David became president of the company at 35. He served in 
the Minneapolis city council several years and in the state senate for six 
years, moving up to lieutenant governor in 1893. When Gov. Knute Nelson 
resigned to go to the U. S. Senate a month after starting his second term,- 
Clough succeeded him. 

In his term of office Clough helped organize and muster into federal

service four national guard regiments in the Spanish- American var. He called 
out state troops at one time to help put down an Indian uprising at Leech 
lake that threatened settlers and resulted in some deaths among federal troops 
sent to the scene. 

The legislature of his time gained most fame not for its law-making but 
for constitutional amendments it proposed which were adopted by voters 
and still have great effect today. Among the proposals were establishment of 
the present three-member pardon board, levying of gross earning taxes on 
certain utility- type corporations, allowing communities to adopt home rule 
charters, approving trust fund investment in municipal bonds, increasing the 
vote percentage needed to adopt future amendments, and establishing state 
aid funds for county roads. 

At this time women got their first right to vote (on matters concerning 
libraries), the tax on iron ore which had been only one cent a ton was raised, 
the University of Minnesota graduating class in 1896 had grown to 336 and 
state aid to schools was paid at the rate of $100 a year to graded schools and 
$50 a year to one-room schools. 

Clough queezed out a close victory for a second term over Democratic- 
Populist coalition challenger John Lind, who was to become our fourteenth 
governor, and retired in 1899. He moved to Everett, Wash., where he expand- 
ed his lumber business, and he remained a West Coast lumberman until his 
death Aug. 27, 1924. 

In April, 1868, Governor Clough married Addie Barton of Spencer 
Brook, Minnesota. They had one child, Nina who married Col. R. H. Hartley 
and resided in Everett, Washington in 1908 where her parents were residents 
in 1895.

THE STORY OF ROGER MINOT CLOUGH’S LIFE 
by his daughter, Lucy Lydia Patterson 

He was born on May 1, 1852, in Suffield, Conn., attended the Little Red 
Schoolhouse and learned his “3 R’s” until he was 12 years old and the fam- 
ily moved to Tolland, Conn., where he attended school. From there he en- 
tered the Connecticut Literary Institution (at that time a school for higher 
education for Baptist Students) for one year. 

Father discovered that he would make a better mechanic than a min- 
ister. So he left and entered the employ of the D. E. Whiton Machine 
Co., Stafford, Conn., where he learned the Machinist and Toolmakers trade. 
Although I have heard Dad often say, being a dirty mechanic wasn’t to his 
liking . . . what he really wanted to be was a banker or hold a place in life 
of high responsibility. But he was too reserved, too honest and humble to be 
anything more than what he finally shaped his life into. He wasn’t satisfied 
being just an ordinary mechanic, Dad was a designer and inventor of all 
the machinery and tools he manufactured. Throughout his entire life he was 
held in high esteem and anyone who knew him always spoke in glowing 
terms of him as a mechanical genius. How true, seems like regardless of what 
he turned to, he mastered, and perfected. He held many patents on tools he 
designed. He should have been given credit during his lifetime for the many 
inventions of that day, possibly if he had patented them, mention might 
have been made, but, he enjoyed letting others enjoy and benefit by what he 
perfected and created. 

Back in the good old days of the trolley cars, they were having much 
trouble with the overhead device. It was none other than Dad who perfected 
that device and eliminated that worry. Then back in the good old days of 
1904 (we were living in Tolland, Conn, at the time), one of our first cars 
was a “Ford” (back entrance model), painted a fire-engine red. All the horses 
thought it was the Devil coming. That little car with only 8 horsepotver and 
two speeds just couldn’t make the hills in Tolland or anywhere else, so Dad 
rebuilt that car. 

First he changed the gearing and put in a third speed in the transmis- 
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sion. Don’t you think credit should be given a man who invented your stand- 
ard shift or as we called it, the letter “H”? Henry Ford called on the dealer of 
Ford cars in Springfield, Mass., who told him about my father’s invention 
and the improvement. (Our roads in those days were sandy and mountain- 
ous.) Improving automobiles was but a pastime to his inventing and design- 
ing mind. He was happiest when designing something new in the machine and 
tool line, and his dreams were realized when he opened his little shop on May 
1, 1881 in Meriden, Conn., where he manufactured the many tools and ma- 
chines that he had designed for the machinist and sheetmetal trade. 

Before settling down to his own business, he was quite a roamer, work- 
ing in the largest machine and tool factories in Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
the Springfield Arsenal and Norfolk Navy Yard. Later he moved from Meri- 
den to New Haven, to Tolland, back to Meriden, New Haven and last in 1897 
back to Tolland until 1914 when he moved back to Mother’s home city, 
Meriden. 

I think he was happiest when he purchased a farm of 48 acres east of 
Tolland Street with a small pond and factory. He was really happy, pros- 
perous with the land to work, his business, his family and “his people” as he 
often spoke of the good people of Tolland. 

Up until his death I’ve heard it said that there wasn’t a Navy Yard in 
the world that didn’t use his machinery and tools. During World War I he 
supplied a certain amount of vertical and horizontal milling machines to the 
English and Russian governments. 

Although a great inventor and mechanic, he was never too busy to give 
time and thought to God and religion. He was baptized a Baptist, but was 
converted to the Advent faith. A very devout Christian, he never let a 
day pass that he didn’t open his Bible to read and study the Scriptures, 
ever looking and searching for greater knowledge of God’s promise, “For in 
my Father’s House are many mansions.” I know if there is such a place as 
Heaven, both Dad and Mother are there. Their good deeds and acts of kind- 
ness I am sure were never overlooked by our Maker.

The following biographical sketch is copied from an article published 
in “Spokane and the Inland Empire” by N. W. Durham. 

Mr. Clough was born at Cumberland, Rhode Island, December 26, 
1843, a son of Zera and Sally M. (Cook) Clough. The father, who was born 
in Connecticut, belonged to an old New England family, of Scotch-Irish 
descent, was engaged for many years in freighting between Providence and 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island, before the advent of the railroads. He died in 
1849. His wife, who was born in Rhode Island and was of English lineage, 
died in 1892. Their family numbered two sons, the brother of our subject 
being George H. Clough who is now residing in New Bedford, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Clough’s educational facilities in early life were very limited, and 
confined to country schools during winter terms, like other lads in those days 
who followed farming as a vocation. In 1861 when in his eighteenth year he 
responded to the country’s call for volunteers, the rebellion in the south 
having aroused his patriotic nature and he in the opening year of the struggle 
joined Company E. Fourth Rhode Island Regiment of Volunteer Infantry, 
serving from the 8th of September 1861, until the 25th of July 1865. 

After the war he engaged in business in Chicago, and San Francisco. 
He located in Spokane in 1884. There were probably twenty-five hundred 
in Spokane at this time. He made extensive investments in Real Estate 
which was later conducted as a corporation. In political affairs he frequently 
served as a delegate to city and county conventions. In 1890 he was elected 
mayor and served until April 1891. During his tenure the city limits were 
extended to five times their former size. He gave to the city a business-like 
administration, characterized by needed reforms and improvements. Mr. 
Clough was twice married and has a son by his first wife, Lester Francis. 
On the 5th of May, 1893 he married Mildred Morgan, a native of Saginaw, 
Michigan. They live in a beautiful home on Cannon Hill.

Heights, 111. reads: About a year ago I learned that one of the early families 
which settled in this village was a Clough Family. There are Clough family 
lots in both Elk Grove and Arlington Heights cemeteries. This family that 
was related to Ransom Forest (1562), Samuel Arthur (2432), John Lang- 
don (2434), and Helen Jane (2435) are buried in the Elk Grove lot. Also, 
Joseph Warren (1568) a half brother of Ransom, is in the lot.

JEREMIAH ABNER (Abner-6-5, Ezekiel, Thomas-3-2, 
John) This prominent member of the 7th Generation should be included in 
this volume. He married but had no children for the eighth generation, yet 
he contributed, in his agricultural and civic work, his share in the participa- 
tion of the Clough Family for his native state. 

When Volume I of the Clough Genealogy was published, only the briefest 
biographical data was found about this prominent farmer and statesman who 
was born either in Canterbury or Loudon, N.H., on November 22, 1846. 
Ezekiel, great-grandfather of Jeremiah, settled in Loudon about the time of 
the Revolution and on Clough Hill began to clear a farm about a mile from 
Loudon Center. Jeremiah's father, Abner, lived for a time in Canterbury and 
Jeremiah may have been born there before his parents went to Loudon to live 
on the Clough farm. 

In Loudon, Jeremiah attended the district school and later went to 
Pittsfield Academy. He married Nellie Peverley of Canterbury and they 
lived with his parents in Loudon where Jeremiah became “one of the most 
prosperous and enterprising farmers in Merrimack County.” He carried on 
so-called “mixed-farming” and later specialized in dairy production and 
maple sugar. Corn was a famous crop and a distant cousin, Col. David M. 
Clough of Canterbury (1601, page 417) was known as “The Corn King of 
New Hampshire.” On the death of his father, the son inherited the Clough 
farm and also owned outlying lands to the extent of over 500 acres. 

During the following twenty years, Jeremiah managed his farming lands, 
but in 1901 he purchased a home on South State Street in Concord where he 
resided the remainder of his life. No children were born, but the couple made 
several boys welcome to their home. One, Dr. Wilson E. Hunt of Malden, 
Mass., graduate of Dartmouth and Harvard, was the pride of Jeremiah's old 
age. 

In 1897, Jeremiah represented Loudon in the State Legislature and 
again in 1907 and in the State Senate in 1908, serving in both bodies upon 
important committees. His biographer summed up his career thus: “He was 
an honest, upright, public-spirited citizen, interested in all matters pertaining 
to the public good.”

There they grew into immense trees that 
were alive in 1925. The homestead in Lewiston was bought by Jeremiah and 
six generations have kept it repaired for their home. Bessie Mae married a 
Mr. Cole and her son and granddaughter are the fifth and sixth generations 
in the old home. Mrs. Cole is deceased but her sister, Adna is living in 1966.

Levi was born on January 10, 1765 (N.H.V.R.). Judging by the probate 
records and deeds, sons Ezekiel, Isaiah and Levi did not leave Epping with 
their parents. Levi purchased land from his brother Isaiah who married 
Molly Sanborn in Epping in June 1783. Another N.H. Vital Record states 
that Levi married Polly Noyes in Northfield, N.H. in 1791, yet he continued 
to reside in Epping where his son Stephen was born in 1798. 
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Meanwhile, after the Revolutionary War John and David Clough of Lee 
went to Sandwich, N.H. where land was available and David’s wife was from 
Epping. Levi and Polly followed them to Sandwich where he died in Septem- 
ber, 1836 and Polly died in 1847. A copy of his will is among the Clough 
records. 

In Sandwich son Stephen lived and he married in an adjacent town, 
Center Harbor, on March 15, 1822 Henrietta Sturtevant, daughter of Hosea 
and Sarah (Paine) Sturtevant who came from Halifax, Mass, in 1785. 
Stephen died on May 8, 1874, aged 76 years, and Henrietta died September

Further records prove that Levi, the second son of Stephen became a 
prosperous owner of real estate in Ashland where he owned and operated a 
leather board mill, situated along the Squam River near his later paper 
mill. He resided on Depot Street in Ashland. His father, Stephen had acquired 
the property on Christian Hill that belonged to the estate of Luther Packard 
in Ashland in 1940 and Levi was born there. Levi-7 had a son, Charles El- 
win-8 who was born in Ashland in August, 1863 and died there April 2, 1934. 
He was a carpenter and operated a garage with his son. He played in the Ash- 
land band during a period of many years. He married Flora Edna Wallace, 
daughter of Samuel and Lucy (Tappan) Wallace of Holderness where she 
was born March 25, 1862, died Jan. 29, 1931 in Boston, Mass, and is buried 
in Glenwood Cemetery in Everett, Mass.

JABISH or JABEZ. Until the grandchildren of Jabish Clough began to 
search for their ancestry, the existence of this man was unknown. They 
possessed the date of his birth, June 5, 1794; that he married on August 10, 
1818 at Barnston, Quebec, a girl of French ancestry named Lettie Capron; 
that they resided at East Charleston, Vermont in 1820. 

A visit to Charleston revealed that the town, situated about ten miles 
south of the Canadian border, was a forested wilderness in 1818 which was 
granted to veterans of the United States Navy after the War of 1812. 

Only the fact that boys, especially in Maine, had left their homes be- 
cause of the allure of sailing ships, was the only clue to investigate. After 
eliminating several possible ancestors, the family of Jabez of the town called 
Readville, formerly Hallowell, Maine, offered certain facts. 

Here was a family of twelve children of Jabez and Mary (Savage) 
Clough with an approximate interval of two years between the births of 
these children. One exception was between 1792 and 1796 which allowed for a 
child in 1794, the year that Jabish was born. No son was given the name 
of Jabez in this family. Since a Jabez was not included among the sons, the 
conclusion was that a Jabish was born in 1794; for some sad reason departed 
from his home, never to return; that he enlisted in the Navy for the War 
of 1812; was discharged and given his compensation of a tract in Charleston, 
Vt. where he established his home, married and fathered eight children and 
died there without revealing his parentage. Lettie died on June 5, 1868 and 
Jabish on July 4, 1872.

At the age of 26 
years, Gardner and his brother Marcellus were courting Laura Joslyn at St.

with a baby added to the family in each of the three succeeding years. 

Tales about the fertility of the prairies in Iowa filtered east, together 
with the excitement about the soil becoming either free or slave. A quarter 
section of prairie, 160 acres, was offered at $1.25 per acre. Small wonder 
that a young farmer on the rocky hillsides of Vermont, especially a land 
hungry Clough, decided to go West. 

About 1854, the oxen were yoked to a covered wagon that transported 
this family of five to the land office at Decorah, Iowa where on Christmas 
Eve 1855 Gardner was one of those men who stood all night in line to secure 
his claim to a new home. Apparently this location was unsatisfactory, be- 
cause after two years, another claim was found in Clayton County near 
Garnaville that was occupied another three years while three sons were 
added to this family. Then about 1860 a third move brought them to Wau- 
kon, Iowa. 

Although his family of wife and five surviving children would live in 
privation, the attack upon Fort Sumpter is 1861 so excited his patriotism 
toward his country that Gardner enlisted on Aug. 25, 1862 in the 27th Iowa 
Volunteer Infantry. 

Space does not permit a detailed account of the battles he fought, the 
wounds he suffered or how his family existed upon the small amounts of his 
soldier’s pay that he could send to them and the sewing that Laura stitched 
until Gardner was discharged on Aug. 8, 1865, four months after Lee’s sur- 
render, his health impaired and hair snow white at the age of 45 years. 

Meanwhile in 1862, Congress passed the Homestead Act which offered, 
in return for a five year agreement to stay on it, a quarter section of prairie 
in Buena Vista County. With a wagon now drawn by horses, the family 
traveled to Lee Township to a permanent home. From slabs of dried turf a 
sod house was constructed to be occupied until a frame dwelling was possible, 
years later. There Gardner became known for his ability as a public speaker 
and was honored in the G.A.R. with Post No. 319 named Clough. 

The years of hardships of pioneer life and warfare took their toll and 
on Feb. 27, 1877, the History of Buena Vista County states “he was 
called to his final rest thus being denied the pleasure of witnessing the growth 
of the community in whose up-building he had taken such an important part.”

OMISSION: In the sixth generation Jonathan and his bride Mehitable 
were living in Fayette, Maine where the oldest of their eleven children was 
born on March 27, 1779. (Probably, Samuel, Theophilus, Samuel, Thomas, 
John). This branch went from Salisbury, Mass, to Kingston, N.H. where 
Samuel-5 was born, on April 28, 1738. At the age of twenty he was partici- 
pating in the expedition to Crown Point in the French and Indian War. He 
returned to Kingston to marry Miriam Satterlee and settled in Candia. His 
son Theophilus was born on October 12, 1760. (N.H.V.R.) During the fol- 
lowing eighteen years no children are recorded until Samuel was born August 
28, 1778. (N.H.V.R.) From a letter written by Rev. Charles N. Sinnett in 
1928, a genealogist of considerable reputation, the statement is taken that 
Jonathan-6 was the son of Samuel-5 and of the line of Samuel-3 of Kingston, 
N.H. Also, from letters by Mrs. Aureanna Smith Chadwick, a great-great- 
granddaughter of Jonathan-6 this same lineage is claimed. 

Candia was not an established town when Samuel settled there and un- 
less church records were kept, vital records are not available. Since early 
families produced children about every two years, it is believed, by genealog- 
ical license, that Jonathan and a possible brother David were sons of Samuel- 
5 of Candia, especially since no other Clough Family was living in Candia 
in 1760. 

Fayette was a wilderness region, located a few miles south of Augusta, 
the capital city of Maine, a section of three towns that were granted to 
Samuel-5 by General Knox in payment for his part in the Indian War, as 
was customary to thus compensate the soldiers with land since money was 
not available. 

Jonathan and later his brother Samuel settled in this grant in Maine. 
Living in the forest was doubtless a difficult endeavor. The two oldest sons 
died and four of the daughters in infancy.

“Mr. Clough is a descendant of one of the oldest families of Putney. 
He is the son of William (2017) and Roxana Jefts Clough, born in 1847. 
He is a carpenter and joiner by trade whose handiwork is visible in many of 
the buildings of this vicinity. 

“Dana B. was the only child to live to maturity and was destined to re- 
main on the paternal acres. He inherited his father’s tastes for mechanical 
employment and worked with him for many years at the carpenter and wheel- 
wright trades. 

“D. B. Clough was for many years engaged in teaming in connection with 
his farming and has always owned a large fine span of horses. He has a farm 
of more than 100 acres, including about 25 acres of plainland near the 
Meadow. 

“The Clough homestead is located in the northeast part of the village 
and commands a pleasant view of the distant hills and the Connecticut River 
Valley. Last winter thirteen head of cattle and two horses were kept on the 
farm. The buildings have running water and are in good repair. Mr. Clough 
was married in 1868 to Miss Lizzie Condon of Putney. Only one of their 
three children is living, Mrs. Nellie Clough Martin who resides with her 
parents (4797).” — Copied from “Picturesque Putney” a magazine of 1901.

Perhaps one of his proudest honors was to be the last 
surviving member of the Dartmouth Team that defeated Harvard when the 
stadium was dedicated in 1903.

ELIZABETH M. (HANNON) CORLISS— No. 367 in Volume I is 
Daniel- 5 who married Debora Mason and erected a two story home on his 
farm in Gilmanton, N.H. Their child, Joseph married Hannah Joy Willey 
and their daughter, Matilda married Ebenezer Willey of Newburyport, 
Mass. The son Joseph Charles married Eliza Jane Willingham who was born 
in London, England on October 4, 1837. Their home in New Milford, Con- 
necticut where a daughter Mary Elizabeth married John Hannon of that 
town. They occupied a fine colonial home where the daughter Elizabeth was 
born who is the subject of this sketch. She graduated from Smith College and 
became the private secretary of the president of the Corn Products Company 
with offices in New York City. Elizabeth became acquainted with the daugh- 
ter of Walter Cluff, our founder and later with his widow. Her interest in 
her Clough ancestry led her to visit the homestead of Daniel in Gilmanton 
and with their assistance she acquired many legal papers that revealed a 
considerable knowledge about her branch of the family.

2511 — JOHN (Daniel- 7-6-5, Jabez, Zacheus, Thomas, John) B. in 1847 
at East Weare, N.H. He was an unmarried farmer who grew his forests for 
his own use only. At the age of 75 years, John deeded 339 acres, in perpetuity, 
to the State for recreational purposes. Annually, 11,000 persons enjoyed the 
Clough Reservation along the banks of the Piscataquog River. 

After the hurricane of 1938, the U.S. Government condemned this area 
for the flood control dam of the Hopkinton, Everett Dam Reservation. The 
“ole swimming hole,” birthplaces of the Cloughs and Clough Reservation 
were inundated. 

Fortunately “multiple use” is intended around these dams. With the in- 
fluence of the N.H. Department of Recreation, the U.S. Government has 
allowed $400,000 to develop a park on the bank of this lake for swimming, 
boating, picnicking and other sports. 

On July 11, 1964, the Clough State Park was dedicated, thus perpetuat- 
ing the generosity of John Clough of East Weare for future years.

These travels for many months were strenuous and failing 
health compelled him to retire at age sixty-five. The continued success of the 
John Clough Genealogical Society is in large measure due to this couple. 
Their summer home at the old farm in Salem has been open repeatedly for 
the annual reunions of the Clough Society with an abundance of refreshments 
supplied for the guests on arrival. For the Family Dinner the large barn, 
original structure on the farm with its hand-hewn frame, emits sufficient ex- 
tension tables to accommodate the scores of guests and the supply of chairs 
borrowed from the ancient Townhouse seats everyone. After the Genealogist, 
Samuel C. Clough, died in 1949, Vivian has filled that office. She wrote the 
Chapter about the Cloughs in New Hampshire for the book, “The Story of 
the Family of John Clough,” and did the research and the composition for the 
Salem Branch which includes the lineage of Cloughs in Hopkinton, Lisbon, 
N.H. and into Middletown, Vt. for the volumes of the Genealogy. When a 
trip for research into Canada was necessary, the Lords’ car was ready for the 
journey. Without their assistance, the two volumes of the Clough Genealogy 
could not have been compiled. 

Erskine Lord has been active in his college fraternities, in the Congre- 
gational Church in Lawrence, in veterans organizations, the American Chemi- 
cal Society, American Association for the Advancement of Science and The 
American Institute of Chemists. His financial advice to the Clough Society 
is invaluable. Most interesting is the fact that the inscription on the head- 
stone for his grandmother in the family lot at the cemetery in Lawrence on 
Tower Hill reads “CLOUGH, Born in England,” proving that Erskine stems 
from another branch of the Clough Clan in England.

the department of the committee of the National Cotton Seed Products As- 
sociation, also a member of American Oil Chemists Society and the Ameri- 
can Institute of Chemical Engineers. 

The following article appeared in the January, 1947 issue of THE 
JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN OIL CHEMISTS’ SOCIETY. It was one 
of a series of sketches on past presidents. 

Growth and ferment marked the term of office for the 12th president of 
the American Oil Chemists’ Society, C. B. Cluff of Proctor and Gamble Com- 
pany, Cincinnati, O. In his new capacity, having taken office in May, 1921, in 
Chicago at the 12th annual meeting, Mr. Cluff was concerned with the unem- 
ployment of chemists, the need to give committee activity to the new members 
who numbered one-quarter of the membership, and the desirability of co- 
operating with the government chemists in fats and oils research. He also 
encouraged the collection and publication of seed analyses by cotton off 
chemists. 

Membership stayed high among his interests during the year for, after 
lamenting the lack of effort in bringing in new members, he persuaded the 
Governing Board to change the requirement for dues so that a chemist 
joining in the late months of the fiscal year would have the payment carried 
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over until the end of the next fiscal year. Another impending change was the 
incorporation of the society. 

Mr. Cluff was active in the Society for many years before his death on 
January 24, 1945. He served on the Refining Committee from 1917 to 1920 
and from 1923 until his death; Referee Board from 1916 to 1920; Gover- 
ning Board from 1921 to 1926; Uniform Methods Committee from 1918 to 
1920; Membership Committee from 1920-1921; Color Committee for a time. 
He was vice president the year before he became president, carrying his in- 
terest in membership from the one office to the next. He attended nearly all 
the spring meetings of the Society, beginning with those of its predecessor, 
the Society of Cotton Products Analysts. 

His professional career, after graduation from the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in 1899, was divided between the American Cotton Oil 
Company, the N. K. Fairbanks Company, and the Proctor and Gamble Com- 
pany. He was head of the patents department from 1932 until 1944. His con- 
tribution to the industry included the standardization of laboratory tech- 
niques and procedures used in the evaluation of vegetable oils. Mr. Cluff 
was a member of the Chemists’ Committee of the National Cottonseed Prod- 
ucts Association for 29 years. 

On page 5 of Volume I a picture of Clarence Brooks Cluff is printed, his 
name Clough.

He compiled a manuscript for the Clough Genealogy with his methods 
which he was unable to complete before his death. His papers have been one 
of the chief sources of those who have followed him in the compilation of the 
volumes since published. 

In his search for the landmarks of the possessions of his lineage from 
Samuel-4 at Kennebunkport, he walked scores of miles until he knew the 
boundaries of the farms of every generation. He must have gained his facts 
about “Old Boston” by these same thorough methods.

1850. Scattered about the West are 16 Clough sons and as many daughters 
in the 10th generation who require a genealogical secretary to compile their 
lineage. The granddaughter of Samuel filled this position while she sur- 
vived, Emma Cass (Clough) Barstow in the 8th generation, supplemented 
by her daughter, Grace Barstow Hetzel in the 9th.

ADDENDA 

Volume II of the Clough Genealogy contains the lineage of the eighth, 
ninth and tenth generations from John Clough of Salisbury, Massachusetts 
in 1639. 

The arrangement follows Volume I with each individual who was born 
with the name Clough, Cluff or Clow assigned a number continuing from his 
lineage in the earlier book. 

Owing to the increasing expense per page, the former custom of listing 
the names of parents above their children is reduced to the word CHIL- 
DREN, only, thus saving many pages. 

These volumes are published by The John Clough Genealogical Society, 
Inc. with funds of a legacy of $5000.00 bequeathed by John Arthur Clough, 
born December 22, 1874 at Worcester, Massachusetts. 

The lineage of daughters with a list of their children, when available, is 
not continued beyond their generation with the exception of granddaughters 
who have held official positions in the Society. 

Frequently, descendants of daughters named Cluff, both men and wom- 
en, have been Presidents of the Society. Their biographies are included in 
these pages together with prominent members who have promoted the growth 
of the Clough Society since its organization by Walter Cluff, a so. of the 
Family of David-7 who migrated to Utah from Durham, New Hampshire in 
1848. 
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Many “OMISSIONS’’ will be noticed in this volume. These are families 
whose lineage was not proved or was unknown when Volume I was published. 
These are connected in the order of their number which each should have 
received, with a hyphen to distinguish the ommission. 

Thus on page 14, number 6-90 indicated that the lineage of Moses has 
been proved and his correct number should have been 690, which is assigned 
to his cousin, Joseph of Sandown, New Hampshire in Volume I. 

Many names are missing although every effort has been studied to trace 
lost families who migrated from New England a century or more ago. Ten 
of these omissions are included in this book whose present descendants 
have submitted their lineage to the Genealogist. Their numbers are indicated 
by the hyphen where their connection is placed. 

Since vital records are now compiled legally, further publications are 
not necessary. With the two volumes for consultation, an individual may 
trace his lineage unless a grandparent in a generation cannot be traced with- 
out expert aid. 

Vital records of families in later generations have been submitted and 
these are on file for reference with the Genealogist of the Society. 

While accuracy is the ideal, yet varying spelling for names, dates of 
births and other information from members of families offer possibilities for 
mistakes.

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THE DESCENDANTS OF JOSEPH OF ARUNDEL 

The following descendants of Joseph, eldest son of Samuel-4 of Arundel 
were traced by Mrs. Ruth Johnson (Cluff) Knight of Alfred, Maine and Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter F. Rines of Brookfield, N.H. Search was through town rec- 
ords in Alfred; Probate and Court records in York County, Maine, and the 
History of Parsonsfield, Maine. Also relatives of these deceased Cloughs 
furnished their information. In Effingham, N.H. the Clough Family is re- 
membered by aged citizens with respect. One honors the many sons of this 
family who served in the Civil War, several lost in battle, others disabled. 

Parsonsfield was a rural village, yet the colonial homesteads and the 
Academy were unusual for a town that is situated in a region that was rugged 
hillsides and approached by country roads, a century ago. 

10-19 — ELIPHALET (Probably was a son of Joseph-5, Samuel-4-3-2, 
John) B. about 1787 at Arundel, now Kennebunkport, Maine, one of the 11 
children of Joseph. Before the American Revolution, apparently Joseph was a 
prosperous man until financial values depreciated after the close of the war. 
He became deeply in debt, proved by papers that Samuel A. Clough, Gene- 
ologist in 1941 of the Clough Society, discovered in Kennebunkport. Joseph 
removed from Arundel and died before 1856 at Effingham, N.H. His widow, 
Zurviah, lived with several of her children in Parsonsfield, Maine. 

Eliphalet married Sarah who died in 1860. CHILDREN:

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DESCRIPTIONS 



1. Salisbury Square on Route U. S. 1 was the original settlement in 
1639. To the right is the Beach Road, 1A, and the oldest cemetery is beside 
it. (14) To the left is Route 110 which passes the original Village Green with 
tablets that describe old landmarks. Off this the Mudnock Road (8) is a 
semi-circle that was bordered with the house-lots of the settlers. In the past 
300 years, the Merrimack River has washed away a number and a swamp fills 
their sites. 

2. The Rocky Hill Meetinghouse was erected in 1785 by a famous 
carpenter, Timothy Palmer of Newburyport. Aaron Clough-4 was one of the 
building committee. The interior is colonial and unchanged with the high 
pulpit and walled family pews. In 1789, George Washington addressed the 
citizens at the front door when he visited at Portsmouth, N. H. 

3. There are three dots on the map that represent the house, barn and 
house across the street that stand on the 12 acres that John Clough gave to 
his eldest son, John, when he married. This is not the original house which 
burned and another was moved to this site. Here lived John-2, Aaron-3 and 
Aaron-4. Then the farm was purchased by the Evans Family. 

4. Where the schoolhouse now stands was the six acres that John 
Clough gave to his son, Thomas, when he married. Probably his son, Samuel, 
inherited it. He is buried in the Salisbury Plains Cemetery. 

5. Gill’s Corner is named for John Gill who moved to Salisbury Plains 
with John Clough in 1656 and was allowed a right of way through the proper- 
ty of John Clough to his new home, which permits us to draw the conclusion 
that both men erected their houses in this vicinity. A traffic light marks the 
junction of three streets at this point. 

6. Smithtown marks the junction with Route U. S. 1 and the Main 
Street from Salisbury Plains and is a guide to the Clough landmarks. 

7. On Congress Street the Bartlett Farm is on the right side as one 
drives from the schoolhouse, where the 1946 picnic was enjoyed. 

8. The Mudnock Road was a part of the original settlement with house- 
lots on both sides of the road, each in the first division of the grant of land 
to each proprietor of about two acres. 

9. On Route 110, near the underpass of Route 95 a drive-in theater has 
been selected for the Sunday picnic or lunch in its cafeteria. Here is ample 
space for our group should the weather be rainy and the usual menu for a 
picnic can be purchased. 
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10. The underpasses for Ro^te 95 are directional aids. The street to 
the Rocky Hill Meetinghouse is marked by a sign, “To Amesbury Center” 
about 300 yards from the underpass. Driving along this street, the first street 
to the right brings one immediately to the two story, gable-roofed meeting- 
house. Another underpass marks the street beyond Gill’s Corner to Smith- 
town. 

11. Where the railroad passes under Route 110, looking downward at 
the site of the station is the spot where the first house belonging to John 
Clough was erected in 1639. Here his children were born before he purchased 
many acres at Salisbury Plains and built his second home near Gill’s Corner, 
about 1656. 

12. The town line between Amesbury and Salisbury is marked because 
the Rocky Hill Meetinghouse and the cemetery on Salisbury Plains are 
situated in Amesbury, but the Clough farms are in Salisbury. 

13. The railroads are guides to the location of Clough landmarks. 

14. Three cemeteries contain graves of our ancestors. On the Beach 
Road near Salisbury Square it is possible that John and Jane Clough are 
buried, since this is the original cemetery for the settlement. Here the oldest 
graves are covered with large flat stones to prevent the wolves from exhum- 
ing the bodies. At Salisbury Plains Cemetery are several lots that are marked 
by Clough headstones. A third cemetery toward Arhesbury Center has several 
Clough lots, where fifth and sixth generations are buried. 
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
